1 . Claims 1 and 3-20 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of 
reasons for allowance: the prior art of record fails to teach singularly or an obvious 
combination of a device having a support frame pivotally mounted on the base, a 
carriage mounted for sliding movement along a portion of the support frame where the 
upper section of the carriage is pivotally attached to the lower section, a tilt mechanism, 
a left and right foot rest that are independently pivotally attached to the loser end of the 
support frame and a center section removably attached to the support frame between 
an ankle section and lower section of the carriage as recited in claim 1 ; including a 
range of motion limit detector as recited in claim 10 and including force measuring 
mechanisms as recited in claim 17.
